THE ENGLISH STAGE,

Nine in all, of whom three can left out of 
count at once, for Britannia will not be fitted 
out this year, while the two great American- 
built schooners, Westward and Elena, will 
not race—at least, current report has it so. 


BRITANNIA AND THE SCHOONERS. 


His Majesty’s grand old cutter, Britannia. 
is well entitled to her rest. First launched 
no less than 46 years ago, she was in harness 
up to last season. Whether she has been re- 
tired for good nobody knows, but she is easily 
the most remarkable British yacht ever built, 
and to-day she is the last survivor of the great 
days of the big cutters. Her tonnage measure- 
ment (Thames) is 221. and her other measure- 
ments are :—Water line, tag beam, 23ft. 
dins.; sail area, 9,235 sq 

Rumour has it that the aiid why West- 
ward will not race this year is because her 
owner, Mr. J. F. Davis, does not consider 
her to be able to concede the handicaps she 
has been asked to give. It is just possible 
that Mr. H. B. Bell, of New York, the owner 
of Elena, is of the same opinion. Both are 
schooners of great size and of nearly equal 
measurements, and both were designed and 
built by Herreshuff. Each measure, approxi- 
mately, 323 tons (Thames). There are only 
fractional differences between their other 
measurements, which are, broadly :—Length 
over-all, 155ft.; water line, 96ít. ; beam, 27ft. ; 
draught, 163ft. ; sail area (about) 13,455 sq. ft. 

Here is the point at issue—at least, as we 
understand it to be. The schooner rig is what 
is known as an inferior rig; that is, it is in- 
ferior to the cutter. In ‘the old days of 
Thames measurement, a schooner or ketch was 
considered to be three. fifths and a yaw! four- 
fitths inferior for racing purposes to a cutter 
of equal measurement, and was granted an 
allowance accordingly on the time scale. 
When the rating rules have been altered from 
time to time, this principle was adhered to. 
But when the class becomes a veritable handi- 
cap one, which has been the fate of the big 
boats of recent vears, even if the 
handicap had Y.R.A. authority, the in- 
ferior rig principle disappeared, and a 
vacht was considered purely upon her merits. 
There is always trouble where handicap rac- 
ing is concerned, for the ideal handicap for 
yachts is beyond the wits of man to dis- 
cover, 


“ POSSIBLES.”’ 


Anyway, we have the fact that, so far as 
this season is concerned, Britannia, West- 
ward and Elena may be left out of count. 
Well, Shamrock, hite Heather II., Lal- 
worth, Astra, Cambria and Candida remain, 
and these six yachts will vonstitute ‘‘ the 
big yachts’ this season, and we stand a 
ood chance of seeing them racing a month 
rence in Dublin Bay. 

The class was made up of Britannia, Astra, 
Shamrock, Cambria, Westward, White 
Heather II, and Lulworth last season, 
Astra and Cambria having just being 
launched, while Lulworth joined in almost 
unexpec telly at the beginning of the summer. 
Astra and Cambria possess the now fashion- 
able Bermudian rig. and the lesson of the 
season was that neither could save her time 
off Shamrock and White Heather IL. in a 
breeze of wind, To equalise matters, there- 
fore, the “ Berfhudians’’ have been per- 
mitted to increase the height of their masts, 
while the “ age ” allowance in the handicap- 
ping formula has been lessened. 


THE OLDER CUTTERS. 


A survey of the half dozen will not be out 
ct place. Lord Waring’s White Heather LI. 
ig the oldest of the cutters proper. She is a 
Fife boat, built in 1907, and long associated 
with the late Mr. Myles Kennedy. Her 
Thames measurement is 179 tons, her water- 
line length S82ft., beam 20ft., and sail area 
€,042 sq. it. 

Thomas Lipton’s Shamrock— which 
must not be confounded with his Cup chal- 
iengers, each of which carried a numeral—is 
a Fife boat also, and to see her to-day nobody 
could imagine that she is twenty-one years 
old. There are many who helieve that if an 
equivalent to her in every way, but of 80ft. 
water-line and gutted to be a shell when 
racing, had been sent to America such a 
yacht might possibly have lifted the America 
Cup. She is a 23-metres cutter, has a 
Thames measurement of 175 tons, her length 
over-all is 113ft., and she is 75.77 on the 
water-line. Her beam is 20.85ft.,

14ft. 2ins., and she sets a sail spread of 9 


g. ft. 

Mr. A. A. Paton’s Lulworth w a cutter of 
186 tons, designed by H. W. Whyte in 1920. 
Her only measurement to hand is that of 
beam, which is 21.8ift. 


THE NEWER “ BERMUDIANS.” 


Now come the three Bermudian cutters, 
whose appearance at Kingstown will be 
awaited with real curiosity. 

The strengthening of the class by the ap- 
pearance of both Astra and Cambria put 
great heart into yachtsmen last year. It 
showed that there were owners still coming 
forward to build racing yachts of real size, 
and that this movement is not checked is 
proven by the launch of another Bermudian 
cutter, Candida, only the other day. 

Astra, the property of Sir A. Mortimer 
Singer, K.B.E., is a Nicholson cutter of 164 
tons (Thames). Of course, Thames tonnage 
means. little nowadays, but it does convey 
something tangible to the imagination. Her 
over-all length is 115ft. (that is 2ft. more 
than Shamrock) to a water-line length of 
75ft.. while her beam. is 20.2ft. ‘What 
extent of sail she sets we do not know. 

Cambria, the property of Sir W. E. Berry, 
Bart., measures 162 tens. She is a Fife 
boat, with a water-line of 75ft. and a beam 
of 20.5ft. 

Candida was only launched during the last 
week of April, and beyond that sie is a 
23 or 24-metres Bermudian cutter nothing is 
known yet about her, She has been built by 
Camper and Nicholson to €..K. Nicholson's 
design for Mr. H. AA. Andreac, and special 
attention has been paid to her lay-out and 
fitting internally, it being the intention of her 
owner to Jive on board with his family during 
the racing season. 


ANOTHER OPENING DAY.

21 accounted for but a little over 8 per cent. 
of the whole. Since 1924, persons between 
50 and 40 years of age have continued to 
form a distinct majority of the prisoners of 
all ages. 

Of the 2,836 prisoners committed on con- 
viction in 1927 the number previously com- 
mitted and sentenced comprised 872 women, 
as compared with 885 men. Of the women, 
508 had already been convicted more than 
twenty times. 

ATTEMPT AT MUTINY. 
The conduct of prisoners, on the whole, 


was good during the year, states the 
report. 

“There was an attempt on the part of 
some convicts at Portlaoighise (Mary- 


borough) to organise a mutiny in the prison 
with the avowed object of attracting public 
notice, but on the refusal of the great 
majority of over 90 per cent. to participate 
in the scheme, and after a period of self 
imposed privations had failed to arouse the 
desired attention the project was given up. 
“*It will he observed that of the total 
number of 183 prison offences committed for 
all prisons, 131, or over 70 per cent., occurred 
in the convict prison, Portlaoighise (Mary- 
borough), while the remaining 52 prison 
offences make up the aggregate for the other 
seven prisons, an average of less than eight 
per prison.” 
The report mentions that dispite the decline 
in prison population the value of prison in- 
dustries continues to increase, the total return 
from sales heing £18.77, representing an in- 
crease of £2,344 on the previous year. The 
health of prisoners. it is added, had been 
satisfactory during the year.

Perhaps, the interest shown in the matter, as 
eviderited by this discussion in your columns, 
may have the effect of inducing the Govern- 
ment itself to give it some official attention. 
No useful purpose, I think, would be served 
by endeavouring to estimate all the minor 


details that enter into the question, such as 
those enumerated by Mr. Eason, but one 
would like to have as complete a statement as 
possible of the leading debit and credit items 
in the “invisible” balance. The Statistical 
Department of the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce, under the able leadership of its 
Director, Mr. John Hooper, bas already made 
very considerable progress in this respect, 
and, in the event of an official inquiry not 
appearing to be necessary, I think most will 
agree that the making of some further in- 
vestigation into the matter could hardly be 
left in better hands. 

In a letter of mine published on May 10th, 
I practically withdrew the conclusion that the 
Free State, in 1928, was drawing upon its 
invested savings abroad to finance its adverse 
halance of trade, and suggested, as a factor 
that had been overlooked in this corfinection., 
the proceeds derived from the American 
portion of the Second National Loan. As the 
effect of this American issue was to previde a 
large amount of foreign exchange in this 
country (the sterling equivalent of £3,000,.,00) 
for the benefit of Free State importers, it 
created an increase in its purchasing power 
abroad during that year. It would take too 
many technicalities to describe all the inter- 
mediate steps followed in the financing of 
international loans, but, reducing the matter 
to its essentials, what happened in effect was 
that the Free State Government, having 
obtained the proceeds of its American loan 
in dollars, converted these dollars into 
sterling by selling them to Free State im- 
porters who wished to make purchases abroad. 
If allowance is made for this factor, there 
was still, apparentiy, a trade debt outstand- 
ing of £13 millions, some or al! of which may 
quite possibly have been liquidated by the 
earnings from a successful tourist season. 

Mr. Eason draws attention to certain 
factors, such as the commission earnings of 
agents and commercial travellers, sale of 
advertising space in newspapers, etc. of 
which, he says, the details are unascertain- 
able, but which probably affect the result. | 
think it very likely that such minor factors 
tend more or less to ‘‘ balance out " in the 
trade between any two countries having large 
interests in common. Great Britain 1s practi- 
cally the only customer for our exports, aid 
the sums which we owe to her for services of 
this nature (which include banking and money 
market commissions) probably equal, if thev 
do not exceed, those owed to us, Except in 
any case where it could be shown that the 
Free State performed some outstanding 
service for other countries (like the banking 
and shinning services performed bv the 
United Kinedom), it would, no doubt, he 
merely futile to attempt any detailed in- 
vestigation into them, or even to assume that 
they have, on balance, a net value to the 
country. 

1 am afrafd that Mr. Fason flatters me in 
suggesting my ability to offer an explanation 
of the increased income paid on investments 
of foreign capital in the Free State since the 
year 1925-26. ‘This increase is shown in the 
returns to he £2,000,000, and it may be 
ohserved that the whole of it took place in 
the vear 1926-27. A _ possible explanation 
may be that the increase (or part of it) is 
only a ‘‘paper’’ one, due to the fact that 
the first returns made m this country were 
necessarily incomplete, owing to the ground 
not having been previously explored. One 
is rather led to this conclusion by the con- 
sideration that the increased capital invest- 
mént represented by an income of £2 millions 
would Se nearer £30 millions than £20 
millions—an extraordinarily large increase 
to take place in any one year. It would be 
interesting to know if the profits of insur- 
ance companies operating in the Free State 
were included in the first returns; and how 
does the Statistical Department deal with the 
earnings of the large and important brewing 
industry—financed, 1 believe, to a not incon- 
siderable extent with capital from English 
and other external sources”? 
in the last paragraph of his letter Mr. 
Eason deals with the effect of investments 
of foreign capital, on which he makes some 
interesting observations. It would be 
desirable in this case, I think, to draw some 
distinction between capital invested in the 
export trades of the country, such as agyi- 
culture and kindred industries, and that used 
to set up branches of muanutactures mere!

Jews and Irish. 


The Bishop of Killaloe, presiding at 
the annual meeting of the Church of Ire- 
land Jews’ Society a few days ago, re- 
marked on the resemblance between the 
Jewish and the Irish problems in the past, 
when both nations had to complain of 
persecution. As regards the Jews in 
Dublin, there is a curious bit of history 
concerning a bill which miscarried. In 
1747 it was found that members of this 
faith had become somewhat numerous in 
the city, having first arrived, according 
to the only available records, shortly after 
Cromwell’s conquest of the country. They 
are supposed to have come from Portugal, 
and soon after arrival became - opulent 
merchants. The increase in their numbers 
drew the attention of the Irish Parlia- 
ment, which in 1747 passed a bill for the 
naturalisation of persons professing the 
Jewish religion in Ireland. The bill was 
sent to the Lord Lieutenant to be trans- 
mitted to England in order to receive the 
Royal Assent, as was then the procedure, 
but for some reason it went astray and 
was never heard of again. 


Dublin Synagogues. 


There is some _ interesting history 
connected with the Jewish Synagogues in 
Dublin. The first one was established in 
1660 in Crane lane, off Dame street, when 
there were about forty Jewish families, 
comprising some two hundred persons, 
domiciled in the city, but for some reason 
it was 
was one opened in Lower Abbey street, 
formerly called the Ship Buildings, 
where, on the south-west corner, extend- 
ing towards Marlborough street, stood a 
large old building erected in the early 
days of Queen Anne bya wealthy merchant 
named George Felster. Here, on retiring 
from business, he established a Bacchana 
lian club, evidently the precursor of the 
Hell Fire Club, though it did not achieve 
quite so much notoriety. Felster died in 
1742, and the house was used for the 
pare of Divine service while the new 

rotestant Church was being built in 
Marlborough street. When the latter was 
consecrated in 1762 the Felster building 
was converted into a Jewish Synagogue 
and used as such until 1790, when it was 
closed for want of a congregation. 


Bullying Birds. 


Walking through St. Stephen’s Green 
the other evening after a shower of rain, 
[ noticed a number of the waterfowl 
parading the grass or standing there lost 
in ornithological dreams. Among them 
were two proudful duck in a soldier's 
uniform of black and red and yellow and 
pipeclay white; pugnacious and self-im. 
portant, they made frequent raids upon 
more timid birds who had the misfortune 
to catch their attention, hunting them 
unmercifully. Finally, they concentrated 
their efforts upon a coose, if it was a 
goose, lone and grey and lost in mournful 
home sickness for some distant fields. Her. 
the unmated solitary, they mercilessly 
harried, until I could resist no longer the 
sad, beseeching eye and drove them off 
with a stick. She was too shy to intro 
duce herself, and 1 set off to the frame 
that holds pictures of the birds in the 
pond to identify her and her aggressors ; 
but in vain: they may have been Ruddy 
Sheldrakes, and she a Chili goose or a 
Magellan. The portraits were hardly 
speaking likenesses, and my curiosity was ‘ 
disappointeg. Is it possible to have them 
replaced with some which would 
help one to distinguish the birds that 
bully or that we befriend ?

I+ 1s sup to 
be a potent and mischievous form of 
alcohol produced by bakers from three in- 
gredients—barm. p~tato juice and either 
methylated spirit or first-shot whiskey.

But more than forty years ago barin 
gave way to patent yeast to supply the 
Jeaven to the dough, and so the village 
brewery disappeared.

Most motorists have given occasional 
lifts to way-worn travellers as they have 
met them from time to time, and so long 
as the choice is left to the motorist the 
matter is quite all right.

“Che Webbs” Retire. 


At the age of seventy Mr. Sidney Webb 
has retired from Parliament, and appar- 
ently also from active public affairs. He 
and his equally famous wife have now 
gone for a tour around the world, so that 
neither is actively engaged in the present 
general election. Simultaneously with 
this withdrawal come the final volumes 
of their monumental work on the English 
Poor Law, ‘‘ English Poor Law History 
in the Last 100 Years,’’ from 1834 to the 
Act of 1929. This work completes, in 
seven massive volumes, the complete 
history of English Local Government 
which has been the main work of its 
authors for more than a generation. 
Their complete works would all a long 
shelf in any library.

Viscount Charlemont’s 50th Year. 


Viscount Charlemont, who this week 
has-entered his fiftieth year, is the eighth 
holder of an old Irish peerage which was 
created in the seventeenth century. The 
first holder of the title was born in 
Oxfordshire in 1565, and was distinguished 
as a soldier. He came to Ireland and 
took part in the proceedings against the 
formidable O'Neill For his services he 
was knighted, and in 1615 he was

He was formerly known as 
the Right Hon. James Edward Caulfeild, 
and succeeded to the title on the death 
of his uncle, the seventh Viscount, in 
1913. The seventh Viscount was Colonel 
of the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, and 
had previously been associated with the 
Coldstream Guards, with whom he fought 
in the Crimean War. From 1868 to 1895 
he was Comptroller of the Household of 
the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. |

Mr. J. W. Nixon, who is going forward 
as an Independent candidate for Wood- 
vale in the coming elections, is certainly 
uot superstitious, writes a Belfast corre- 
spondent.

He retired from the service some few 
years ago, and subsequently became an 
alderman of the Belfast Corporation, a 
position he stil] holds. 

If he wins his seat at the coming elec- 
tion his victory will be a sad blow to un- 
lucky omens.

CENSUS OF PRODUCTION 
FIGURES. 


A further sectional report on the Free State 
census of production gives an account of the 
work done in the Free State during the year 
1926 by local authorities and Government 
Departments in connection with work of con- 
struction, maintenance and repair carried out 
~ 4 labour directly employed by these bodies. 

e return does not include particulars of any 
such work done in connection with the can- 
struction, maintenance and repair of harbours 
and docks, mipes or quarries, gas, electricity 
or waterworks undertakings, which were in- 
cluded in the preliminary reports which have 
been already issued. 

Local authorities spent £1,876,604, and Go- 
vernment authorities expended £585,180 on 
works of construction, maintenance and re- 
pair during the year 1926, a total of 

,461,784. The salaries and establishment 
charges of the local authorities amounted to 
£142:246, and of (bvernment Departments 
£89,602; while the wages peid by these De- 
partmenta were, respectively, £1,018,592 and 
£1.349,450. 

There were 15,807 persons employed—11,761 
by local authorities, and 4,046 by Government 
Departments, most of the wage-earners em- 
ployed by local authorities being road workers,

NEW GRAMAPHONE RECORDS. 


At this time of the year the principal 
Panag oma companies take their. cues 
from vent Garden, and the new lists are 
rich in operatic records of high artistic value, 
The revival of ‘‘ Lohengrin” and of “The 
Rose Cavalier” is reflected. Some ‘‘Lohengrin’”’ 
records were mentioned here last week; to 
those one may add the Columbia: records of 
Lohengrin’s Narration and the Farewell to 
the Swan, sung by J. Rogaichewsky, who

Dublin, in one season only, some years ago by 
the Carl Rosa Opera Company). The iatest 
**H.M.V.” mid-May list gives Rosa Ponselle’s 
singing of '' Peace, peace, O God,”’ from that 
orera,, with a dramatic aria from “' Ernani”’ 
on the other side. Ponselle’s soft, high notes 
are specially pleasing, and are given their 
due by the ‘‘Celebrity’’ standard of recording. 

Feople who like operatic records know 
pretty well what they want to buy. My 
guidance may be more useful as regards some 
recent chamber music issues. First place, 
without a doubt, must be given to the Cortot- 
Thibaud-Casals playing of Beethoven's ‘‘Arch- 
duke’’ Trio (op. 97), issued in the ‘‘H.M.V.”’ 
album series, No. 73 (five records). Than 
this work of Beethoven’s finest and most in- 
teresting period the three great players could 
choose nothing more worthy of their art. The 
album is, of course, comparatively costly, but 
these are records which must take chief place 
in any collection of chamber music records. 

BEETHOVEN QUARTETS. 

In the Columbia lists we have had lately 
not =~ new Lener Quartet records of quar- 
tets Mozart and Haydn and 
(with Mr. Charles Dreper) the clar- 
inet quintets of Mozart and Brahms 
the Brahms is specially impressive 
for its music itself and for the playing and 
recording—but also a series of Beethoven 
quartet records by the Capet Quartet, of 
Paris, whose leader, M. Capet, is since dead. 

The Capet Quartet set began with the 
“ Harp’ quartet, and passed on to some of 
the Jast quartets of Beethoven. In mestion- 
ing these, one is bound to remark on the 
value of the gramaphone to the musician. 
Not to know the last quartets of Beethoven 
is the most serious gap that could exist in the 
study of music—and one must hear them 
played; score-reading alone is particularly 
unsatisfactory here. They are rarely played 
at recitals, and are impossible for amateurs. 
They may be said to have waited for the 
gramaphone. The Capet records give us the 
C sharp minor, op. 131, and the A minor, op. 
132. (Columbia > “mor 

As for instrumental solos, we have had 
notably— from Columbia, violin solos by 
Zimbalist (Kreisler’s *‘ Liebesleid,”” the best 
of them), the popular slow movement of the 
Bruch concerto, played by Louis Zimmer- 
man, and Tchaikowsky’s ‘* Serenade 
Melancolique °’ played by Naoum Blinder ; 
among ‘cello solos, Felix  Salmond’s 
playing of the Max Bruch “Kol Nidrei 
variations (very fine solo playing, but, un- 
fortunately, with pianoforte mstead of 
orchestral accompaniment). In “ His Master's 
Voice,” more Kreisler records (including the 
‘‘Tambourin Chinois’’), and some Heifetz 
records which I like even better than the 
Kreisler. 

Best of all, a new recording of the Brahms 
Violin Concerto has come from Columbia, 
with Szigeti as soloist and the Halle 
Orchestra conducted by Sir Hamilton Harty. 

As a change from classical chamber music, 
there is among the new ‘‘H.M.V.”’ records 
a pair containing Ravel’s Introduction and 
Allegro for the harp, with string and wood. 
wind accompaniment. Mr. Cockerill’s playing 
of the harp solo is magnificent, and the 
Virtuoso String Quartet take part in the 
It is delicious music. 

“ Broadcast ” records every month offer 
a wide variety of gramaphone material at a 
low cost. Indeed, the list often includes re- 
cords of distinct musical interest. In a re- 
cent issue I found a pleasant record of 
Quilter’s “Children’s Overture,” played—in 
I think, a slightly shortened version—by the 
Metropolitan ym ny Orchestra. ‘6 tems 
from the Mikado” was another good one. 
A rey Widow ” selection was played b 
the Life Guards Band. These are all in the 
“ Broadcast Twelve” series, which com- 
prises long: playing ten-inch records. The 
smaller ** cast Junior” records (eight

inch) give mostly lighter stufí and dance 
music. A recent issue included several lively 
come songs, a Mabel Constanduros ‘‘Buggins 
Famil record, and cinema organ records 
of slut d'Amour” and “' Sanctuary of the 
Heart.’’

CRIME DETECTION 
IN FRANCE 


EX-SOLDIERS. As 
FLYING SQUAD.

"THAT ghastly murder of an English. 
woman on the Riviera caused prompt 
action by the very efficient detectiy, 
service of Marseilles. In murder cases tig 
French proceed in a very different way 
from the British. In some ways they have 
far more rope. They will leave a suspect 
alone for weeks, even months; also they 
have various degrees of detention ani 
arrest. The special commissaires are very 
useful officials. They have far more power 
than the ordinary detective and can order 
an arrest or detain for cross-examinatioy, 
If a suspect is placed under close arrest 
by the commissaire, he will be placed in 
solitary confinement, only issuing from 
the cell to be questioned b, the examining 
magistrate who is in charge of the case 
This official may decide to order tho 
release of the suspect, but not to drop tho 
case against him. If more definite 
evidence is found, the: suspect may ha 
arrested again and committed for trial 
sometimes after a long period of anxjoys 
waiting. Sometimes, if the prisoner will 
not talk, a mouton (sheep) is allowed to 
play draughts or chess or cards with him 
to ingratiate himself with the accused in 
order to spy on him. I know of one case 
of this happening under English military 
law in war-time, but it is not a system 
that commends itself to English justine 
The mouton reports every scrap of cop. 
versation. Everything that the prisoner 
says is carefully analysed and a most 
innocent remark is often construed into 
something sinister. 


THREE CENTURIES OLD. 


The French police have a very complete 
system of “indicators,’’ or ‘‘ noses.” who 
keep their ears and eyes open. Sometimes 
they are junior clerks who will eventually 
be promoted to the detective service. 
Sometimes they are mere undesirables who 
want to keep on the right side of the. 

olice, which also keeps up a vast system 
in the higher strata of society. I know at 
least one Englishman who takes police 
money in Paris. Incidentally, he left his 
country for his country’s good. These 
spies are paid a smal! retainer, with 
special rewards for valuable information. 

The system has been in vogue for the 
past three hundred years, but was per- 
fected by the famous de Sartines, 
fieutenant-General of the police of His 
Most Christian Majesty of France. . He 
won a bet from his King by reporting a 
very private and cryptic conversation that 
only three people could have heard. In 
modern times Lépine, that celebrated 
little Prefect of the Paris police, had 
occasion to ask one of the Royalist leaders 
for a ticket to admit one of the political 
service agents into a Royalist meeting. 
The prefect’s request was refused. ‘It 
does not really matter,” said Iépine with 
his famous smile; “five of the old 
nobility who will be present are in my 


pay. >> 
COSMOPOLITAN CRIME, 


The new Parisian flying squad is re- 
cruited exclusively from the young officers 
who served in the World War. They must 
be athletes and crack revolver shots. They 
form a special section of their own. The 
uniformed police in France, which is re- 
cruited from ex-Army N.C.O.’s, is not as 
efficient as the English, probably because 
of the lack of a proper constabulary 
system. Thus, in country districts, 
ordinary police duties are performed by 
the gendarmes (militarv police) or gardes 
champétres (rural guards). A crime that 
baffled some of the best detective brains in 
France was the murder of Miss Daniels, 
the young English nurse, near Boulogne, 
a year or two ago. | 

Owing to the presence of large numbers 
of Polish, Italian and Algerian unskilled 
workmen in France, the police must deal 
with a large number of stabbing and shoot- 
ing cases. France is fortunate, however, 
in possessing some of the greatest scientific 
criminologists in the world, especially 
Professor Locard, of Lyons. 


OBITUARY. 


MR. E. A. HARNEY, K.C. 


Mr. Edward Augustus St. Aubyn Harney, 
K.C., the Liberal candidate, and late M.P. 
for South Shields, died at South Shields 
yesterday, after a short illness. Recently 
Mr. Harney caught a chill, and pneumonia 
supervened abcu. a week ago. On last 
Wednesday it was reported that, owing to 
the state of his health, he had decided not 
to contest South Shields—which he had 
represented since 1922 as a Liberal—at the 
coming election. Later the same day, how- 
ever, it was announced that he had changed 
his decision after hearing his physicians’ 
view of his condition. 

Mr. Harney, who was born in Dublin in 
1865, was the fifth son of the late Richard 
Harney, J.P., Kiloteran House, Co. Water- 
ford. He .was a lawyer of outstanding 
ability, and had the remarkable experience 
of being a member of three Bars—the Irish, 
English and Australian. He was called to 
the Irish Bar in 1892; to the Australian Bar 
in 1897, and to the English Bar, at Gray's 
Inn, in 1906. He took silk in 1920. Asa 
young man in Australia, he quickly sprang 
into prominence, and from 1901 to 1904 he . 
was a Senator in the Commonwealth Parlia-

(5) That since our Roman Catholic fellow- 
countrymen have decided not to transfer any 
of their schools Protestant interests shall not 
be prejadiced or adversely affected through 
the operation of the Act. 

(6) That by a clause in the new bill full 
powers shall be taken to see that every Pro- 
testant school, when transferred, will be 
guaranteed in every possible way; that its 
management and control will be as close and 
ax near to the old management and control 
as the Government can possibly make it.

Reparations. 


Although the experts who are examining 
the recent proposals for the solution of 
the reparations problem still are hard at 
work, a. satisfactory settlement of this 
baffling question seems to be remote.’ 
Some weeks ago Mr. Owen D. Young 
advanced a formula, by virtue of 
which Germany would pay an annual 
sum of £102,500,000 to the Allies 
for a term of thirty-seven years, and 
thereafter, for an additional period of 
twenty-one years, a sum sufficient to meet 
the Allies’ obligations. to the United 
States. Although this proposal envisaged 
a considerable reduction from the Dawes 
annuities of £125,000,000, the Allies at 
first were inclined to welcome it, inas- 
much as it offered a chance of an agreed 
settlement with Germany; but then Mr. 
Young made further proposals which com- 
pletely changed the situation. He sug- 
gested that the famous Spa percentages— 
regulating the shares of the various 
Allies—should be modified, to the sole 
detriment of Great Britain, and, of course, 
the British delegate on the committee of 
experts could not accept such a plan. Now 
Dr. Schacht, the chief German expert, has

are stories current of novelists who have 
made the Reading Room their study, and

Users of the room, engaged on 
research work, often have found it hard 

to secure a seat, so many were the 
diligent writers who lined the desks, 
covering page after page of foolscap with 

mysterious script, while idle volumes lay 
at their elbows as their passport to a 
place in the chambér.

Female Candidates.

selection. This is frequently the case, 
even though the men are quite prepared 
to accept the candidature.

State, which already had disbanded the 
Catholic Boy Scouts. The State was a 
more important thing than the family:

Within 
forty-eight hours the Pope, as frankly 
and with equal clearness, challenged the 
Fascist claim. He declared that the family 
came before the State, and that the 
mission of education belonged, above all 
and in the first place, to the Church and 
to the parents of children. “Where we 
can never be in accord,” said His 
Holiness,- “is in restricting and com- 
pressing the right which nature and God 
gave to the family and the Church in 
education. On this point we are not only 
intractable, but uncompromising, as we 
are in holding that two and two make 
four.” Thus, after the most fleeting of 
truces, the great fight begins anew. 

The sympathies of most members of 
the Church of Ireland will be with the 
Vatican in this matter, and they will 
admire the Pope’s strong stand upon 
principle. Perhaps, indeed, they will 
contemplate it with some measure of 
envy. ‘‘Intractable’’ and “ uncompro- 
mising ” may be foolish or fine words 
according to circumstances. His Holiness 
has used them finely—as nobody, in the 
Church of Ireland’s business, has used 
them during the last six years, In his 
opening address, this week, to the 
General Synod the Primate recalled some 
of the Church’s great teachers and 
thinkers—Berkeley, Burke, Swift, Rowan 
Hamilton, Salmon. He said that they 
had received from their Church the gifts 
of clear vision, an open mind, *‘ unfettered 
freedom in the use of their intellect and 
reverence for truth.” The Primate’s address 
was silent on all the political develop- 
ments of recent years, and the whole 
Synod took refuge in a like silence. We 
think that Berkeley and Salmon would 
have broken it if they had stood on the 
Synod’s platform during the present 
week. Having learned ‘‘ unfettered free- 
dom in the use of their intellect,’ they 
would have protested against the revival 
of intellectual fetters in the Irish Free 
State. They would have denounced the 
tyranny of the Irish language in the 
schools, with its blighting effects on that 
secular culture which had shaped their 
own genius. Certainly they would have. 
called their Church to arms against that 
humiliating anachronism, the Free State 
Government’s Censorship.

Purity in Seeds. 


The practice of scientific seed-testing 
dates from 1867; for in that year Europe s 
first station for the testing of agricultural 
seeds was opened in Saxony. It was not 
until the year 1900 that seed-testing was 
established on a scientific basis in the 
British Isles. In that year a station was 
opened in Dublin by the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction. 
Mr. H. A. Lafferty, who is head of the 
Free State Department of Agriculture's 
seed-testing station, describes the process 
of testing in the Journal Of the Depart- 
ment, and pleads for a livelier recogni- 
tion by Irish farmers of the importance 
of purity in seed. Irish grass lands are 
famous, but those who boast of them 
think of the fattening lands of Meath and 
some other regions which have been in 
grass for generations. Pastures in the 
greater part of Ireland, however, commonly 
are far from creditable to the good sense 
or industry of their owners. Weeds of 
all kinds may be seen among them—not 
merely such weeds as thistles and rag- 
weed, which may be destroyed by cutting. 
but small and persistent weeds, such as 
plantain, daisy, dandelion, dock and 
silverweed. Many pastures carry only a 
minor fraction of their natural stock, 
and this; Mr. Lafferty says, is due largely 
to the sowing of cheap and inferior seeds, 
which tend to a low germination and a 
‘iw . weed content. In seed nothing but 
the best is good. Mr. Lafferty gives a cal- 
‘ulation which demonstrates the vital im- 
portance of absolute purity in seed. A 
farmer sows seed oats which have a 
germination capacity of 98 per cent. and 
a purity of 99.9 per cent. 
‘the minute proportion of .1 per cent. of 
charlock seeds to be insignificant The 
gats are sown at the usual seeding rate. 
of eighteen stones to the acre. Caleula- 
tion shows that charlock seeds then have 
been sowm at the rate of tén seeds. per

The Zeppelin was guided into the 
hangar Without difficulty. by the ‘special 
janding crew which the French ‘Ministry 
of Air had sent from Toulon early this 
aiternoon. : 

All the passengers left the airship 
immediately upon landing. — ;hey were 
all quite well. , 

At 5.30 this afternoon the followin 
announcement was made by the Frenc 
Air Ministry:—“At 5.15 p.m. the Graf 
Zeppelin was over the D Valley, 
travelling east. She was in a sheltered. 
region, and her speed: appeared to be 
about twenty miles an hour.’’ 

A later communication from the 
Ministry stated that the Zeppelin was 
reported in difficulties_in the. Valley. of 
the Rhone, in the apidhbeurkoot of 
Montelimar, in consequence of an engine 
breakdown. The french Ministry sent 
Dr. Eckener, commandér of the Zeppelin, 
a wireless message offering him the choice 
of two French bases as landiny places for 
the dirigible, one being at Orly and the. 
other at Cuers Pierrefeu. 

The Air Ministry gave full instructions

Mr. Lemass, who had spoken for 
an hour on the previous evening, continued 
his charge against the department. He 
accused the Government of trying to keep 
alive the bitterness that was the legacy 
of the civil war.

A POINT FOR THE 
POLITFICIANS, 


It is, perhaps, natural that at ag ral elec- 
tion the attention of politicians should be con- 
centrated upon advocating tLis or that use of 
our domestic resources; but it may be hoped 
that some attempt will be made to bring home 
to the electorate the resources of the Empire 
cutside these islands. This is no party ques. 
tion, and Yet it is remarkable how little atten- 
tion party leaders—with the honourable 
exception of Mr. Baldwin—are givin, to it. The 
explanation may be, that although all parties 
would probably give a general assent to a 
policy of Empire development, the Liberal 
and Labour Parties realise that they are 
pledged to action which would prove 
singularly embarrassing when they attempted 
to put such a policy into practice. 

There is a mass of evidence to show that 

the effort to develop upon British initiative, 
and with British resources, what Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain called “ an undeveloped estate ”’ 
will be well worth while. The total trade of 
the Colonial Empire with all countries rose 
from £357,700,000 in 1924-25 to £488,000,000 
in 1927-28. 
Among our customers it now ranks third, 
after Australia and India, and if, as would be 
justifiable on the criterion of comparable 
economic conditions, India were included, it 
would rank easily first. Trade with the 
Colonies, far more than trade with foreign 
countries, and even more than trade with the 
Dominions, is complementary rather than 
competitive. It is the Colonial market which 
makes it possible to say that the Empire 
takes a full half of British exports of manu- 
factured goods. It is to Colonial resources 
that British industry may increasingly look 
for supplies of raw materials. 

No doubt, even in this great potential 
market, we shall have to face the growing 
competition of their nations; but that is a 
greater, and not a less, reason for devoting 
British resources to its development, . Here, 
indeed, is the new economic world, which 
may be called in to redress the balance of 
the old.

B.A. and PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

Lord St, Davids, at vesterdav’s meeting of 
the Buenos Ayres and Pacific Railway, made 
out a strong case for the adoption of the 
special resolution precluding the .possibility 
of any foreign shareholders other than 
Argentine nationals from obtaining - control 
of the’ management of the company. He 
dealt with the subject from two standpoints 
—the Argentine and the British. The pro- 
posal, he said, has heen extremelv’ well “re- 
ceived by public opinion in Argentina, The 
support from the shareholders, too, has been 
unanimous; íor, while the company has some- 
thing like 14,000 names on its’ books. not one 
of these has met the proposal with even a 
query or a question ag to its advisability. . In 
considering the British national standpoint, 
he referred to the advantages which British 
trade enjoys in the country, one of the nrin- 
cipal being the existence of railwavs’ built 
almost entirely of British material, thus 
demonstrating the value of British goods. 
If the country were to lose these railwavs, 
he said. it would be a most serious blow to 
our national prestige. in South. America. 
After all, Argentina has the right: en terms 
io take over the railwavs, but she does not 
wish to do this; for she can use her ‘wealth 
with greater advantage elsewhere. Lord St. 
Davids, attributed the success of ‘his com- 
pany largely to the fact that it did not in- 
terfere locally. The Board on the other side 
has always heen composed of well-known and 
able Argentings, and over many years the 
company had huilt up a great goodwill he- 
tween. itself and the Argentine people bv 
steady work and mutual understanding, and 
that goodwill, the Chairman said, is a thing 
that no man living can buy or sell, 

NEW FORD FACTORY. 

_Mr. Edsel Ford, the only son of Mr. Henry 
Ford, on Thursday cut the first sod for the 
new factory on the banks of the Thames at 
Dayenham, ‘Essex, In the presence of repre- 
sentatives of. the Port of London .Authority, 
the London County Council, Essex autho- 
nities, and a number of. motoring. interests. 
The site acquired covers over 300 acres. The 
factory will take two and a half vears to 
complete, and will be capable of turning out | 
three hundred cars a day.
